Columbus, O., Sept. 10,—[Special.]—By

for short distances. There is a freedom from - 


dirt and cinders and one feels nearer the 
-country through which he travels than on 
the steam road. 
The trolley line is essentially a neighbor- 
‘hood affair, because stops are made at. un- 
_frequented crossroads and the county pas- 
senger is much more in evidence than the 
through tourist. It is the unanimous opinion 
of the managers of the trolley roads that 
they cultivate the habit of traveling, with 
the result that the electric lines stimulate 
-travel without cutting into the business of 
the steam roads to any great extent. 


Master of Short Run Traffic. 


When the distances between any two 
towns is at all great the steam railroad is 
‘practically free from competition, but for 
short distances the electric trolley line is 
practically master of the situation. All 
through the interurban belt of Indiana and 
Ohio the traveling public has come to recog- 
nize the convenience of catching a car at 
frequent intervals. 

If the traveler misses one car he takes the 
matter philosophically’ because he knows 
that another car will start in a few minutes. 
The result of the short intervals between 
ears is that the country people travel much

The outbreak occurred yesterday. The 
Jewish quarter at Kigheneff was attacked by 
organized bands of roughs, who looted 
houses and shops, and ruthlessly killed or 
wounded all those who attempted to defend 
their property. 

Fleeing in State of Panic. 

The Jews are fleeing from Kisheneff In a 
state of panic. Many of them, hoping to find 
protection in Rcumania, were driven back 
by frontier guards. 

Ample notice was given to the authorities, 
who, however, took no action until night, 
when troops were sent to occupy the ravaged 
streets. 

Dispatches from Lodz tell of anti-Jewish 
riots there. Eleven persons were killed on 
Tuesday, including foun women. Many oth- 
ers were wounded. 

The rioting is still goingen. 


Bloodier than First Massacre. 

If this dispatch from Braila is correct in 
its estimate of the numbers killed at Kishe- 
neff, then the terrible affrays which took 
place in this Russian city April 19 and 20, 
1903, the news of which shocked the world, 
have been surpassed in mortality at least. 
In the massacre of four years ago 45 Jews 
were killed, 84 were seriously wounded, 500 
were crippled and injured, and no less than 
10,000 were rendered homeless and desti- 
tute. The soldiers of the empire looked on 
passively at the murdering and pillaging until 
at last they were ordered to act for the 
protection of the victims. 


Half Population Is Jews. 
Kisheneff is the capital of Bessarabie. It 
has a population of about 115,000, nearly one- 
half of which are Jews. 

The massacre of 1908 was started by re- 
ports of a supposed “ ritual murder,” of 
which the Jews wrongfully were accused. 
This story aroused an extreme degree of ill 
feeling, and a riot broke out. The authorities 
took no effective steps to crush the rioters, 
who committed unspeakable atrocities, On 
April 20 orders from Bt.

The government’s deductions 
were made on correspondence at hand the 
first of this month. From a speculative mar-

The condition of spring wheat on Sept. 1 
was given as 77.1, compared to 79.4 a month 
before, and 83.4 at the time of the 1906 
harvest. On the sown area which weathered 
the season through the condition indicated a 

leld of between 215,000,000 bushels and 
355,000,000 bushels, according to the par per 


mated at about 409,000,000 bushels, thus 
bringing the yield of winter and spring wheat

_. Frost Works for Deterioration. 
‘The deteriorated condition of spring wheat 
ig attributed to frosts and rains following a 
period of drought. Harvesting has prac- 
tically been completed jn the Dakotas and 
Winnesota, but there still remains much to 
be thrashed in the producing provinces of 
Canada, whose figures, of course, do not ap- 
pear in the government’s report.

CRASH AT BRIDGE | 
BOOMS BASCULES. 


Accident to the Steamer E. M. 
Peck Forceful Example of 
River’s Congestion. 


CENTRAL PIERS MUST GO. 

Ship’s Failure to Make Sixty Foot 

Wells Street Draw Ties Up 
Traffic Hours. 


When the big lake steamer, the E. M. Peck, 
crashed into the south abutment of the Wells 
street bridge early yesterday morning and 
closed the river and bridge to traffic for al- 
most the entire day, a forceful example of 
the congested conditions of the Chicago river 
was given. 

“This accident probably would not have 
occurred,"’ said Bridge Engineer T. G. Pthl-- 
feldt, ‘‘ had there been a bascule bridge at 
that point. It is simply another argument 
in favor of getting out the central piers as 
soon as possible. There is only a sixty foot 
draw there. There would be 140 feet with a 
bascule. The tug was light. It couldn't pull 
the boat over in the narrow space, and when 
this became evident tried to drag the boat 
back into the draw, resulting in the acct- 
dent.” 

Encouraging news was received in the aft- 
ernoon from G. A. M. Liljencrantz, assistant 
government engineer in charge of the Chi- 
cago and Calumet rivers. He said that by 
the end of next year the harbor would be 
dredged in all its shallow places by the gov- 
ernment and the snallow places along the 
banks of the river would receive the same 
attention. ' 


Boat Shifts Part of Pier. 


The E. M. Peck was loaded with 2,500 tons 
ofironore. It was being towed into the south 
draw when it crashed into the abutment at 
6 o'clock in the morning, just when the heavy 
rush of street traffic was beginning. The 
mighty impact shifted the upper part of the 
pier eleven and one-half inches to the west 
and forced the lower piling over one and one- 
half inches. The boat bounded back against 
the bridge, but did not damage it, and the 
vessel itself was but slightly damaged. 

Thirty-five men worked under the direction 
of Engineer Pihifeldt and Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Redieske. They in- 
cluded City Diver Donovan, who went down 
to see how much damage was done to the 
lower part of the pier. A large force of men 
also was employed by the.-Northwestern Ele- 
vated railroad company and the Union Trac- 
tion company, but it was nearly 4 o'clock 
before street. cafs and elevated trains couic 
use the bridge. 


“L” Trains Stop at Kinzie Station. 


The Northwestern Elevated trains could 
get no further than Kinziestation. The Tay- 
| lor street, Southport avenue, Sedgwick street, 
Wells street, and Lincoln avenue street cars 
had to be rerouted over the already overtaxed 
Clark street bride or stopped on either side 
of the river and the passengers transferred. 
The river was closed for navigation. 

The tracks of the elevated and surface 
foads were pushed out of alignment with 
those on the bridge, a corner of the masonry 
was brushed off when the piling was pushed 
over nearly a foot, and the sidewalk on the 
west side of the approach was damaged so 
bediy it could not be ased. 

Fngineer Pihlfeldt continued to work a 
large number of men on the hyidge all last 
night and expected that at 6 o'clock this 
morning it would be available for teams. 
He said that the Calumet Transportation 
company, owning the boat, would have to 
pay fur the damage and the expense of put- 
ting the bridge in order.

Millions of Dollars in Old Law- 
suits Diseovered in Files.

Against Ex-Treasureys for Interest 
and Against Railroads. 


Millions .of dollars in old and forgotten 
claims of the city of Chicago have been un- 
earthed in a nousecleaning of the corpora- 
tion counsel's office. Many of the claims are 


considered good. 

They include the musty files in over 500 
lawsuits instituted by corporation counsels 
as far back as seventeen years. Three of 
the claims, amouztisg to $500,000, are against 
former city treasurers for interest money. 
“We expect to cledr up these cases by 
Jan. 1,’ Corporation Counsel Brundage said 
yesterday. ‘‘Some of them are good claims 
and should be pushed. Many of the parties 
are dead, but their estates or bondsmen are 
responsible. We don't believe in letting these 
cases drag on indefinitely, burdening our 
docket. So we have decided to hold a ciear- 
ance and bargain sale. For the next few 
months there will be city lawsuits at a bar- 


gain.’’ 
Sorting the Old Claims. 

EE. C. Wetten, assistant corporation coun- 
sel, has undertaken the enormous task of 
sorting out the old claims and placing them 
in order so they mey be disposed of. The 
most interesting are those against the three 
fo:rmer treasurers, two of whom are dead. 
Titse are as follows: 

John M. Dunphy, treasurer from '83 to '85.$125,000 
Wiliam M, Devine, treasurer from ’85 to 


C. Herman Plautz, treasurer from ’87 to ’89 250,000 

Mr. Devine, the only one of these former 
treasurers who could be located last night, is 
traveling in Europe. He sells milk at 49 
North State street and 89 Rush street and 
resides at 289 East Huron stréet. 

* The estates are good for the money, even 
if the parties are dead,’ said Mr. Wetten 
hopefully, “ if the estates are not closed, that 
is to say. Anyway, the bondsmen are re- 
sponsible financially or the estates of the 
bondsmen.”’ 

A good many of the bondsmen are dead 
aiso. The bonds of the three treasurers run 
from $5,000,000 to $9,000,000. The sureties 
inctude David Kelly, John H. Dwight, Charles 
A. Munn, Charles B. Farwell, C. R. Cum- 
mings, Abner Taylor, John V. Farwell, Ferd 
W. Peck, E. G. Keith, Arthur Orr, Andrew 
McNally, Adolph Loeb, Joseph M. Greene- 
Laum, Gilbert B. Shaw, William C. D. Gran- 
nis, Nathan Corwith, and others. 

These suits against the treasurers were in- 
stituted to recover for the city interest on 
city’ funds at the rate of 5 per cert. They 
were started long before the state laws were 
pissed making it illegai for the treasurers 
to retain such money. Previous to that the 
qucrtion was in doubt. 


Suits Against Railroads. 

Many of the other cases were brought to 
recover money from railroads or other cor- 
porations. The city would order a viaduct or 
some other work done, and, the railroad fail- 
ing to do it, the city would make the improve- 
ment, afterwards suing upon its claim, Mr. 
Brundage has an idea a good deal of this 
money may be collected. It runs into the 
millions. 

The character of the cases and the way the 
files were kept indicate slipshod methods in 
the corporation counsel's office in past years. 
In one case involving a claim of $150,000 it 
is impossible to tell from the files what de- 
partment of the city started it or what it was 
for. 

Some of the cases were started when Jonas 
Hutchinson was corporation counsel and 
Francis Adams, now off the bench, was at- 
torney for the defense. Some of these cases 
came before Judge Adams after his election 
to the judiciary.

ILLINOIS MAYORS 
SUGGEST REFORMS 


Plans for Municipal Advance- 
ment Urged at Convention 
in Bloomington. 


: 
TROLLEY BOARD FAVORED 


President McCaskrin Advocates a} 


State Commission to Reg- 
ulate Lines. 


Bloomington, Ill., Sept. 10.—{Specia!.]—All 
of the principal cities of Illinois are repre- 
sented at the second annuel convention of the 
Illinois Mayors’ association, which opened 
here this morning. 

F. M. Marstiller, former mayor of Geneva, 
spoke on “* Municipal Sanitation.”” He urged 
greater precautions in the way of cleaner 
cities as protection against the most formid- 
able forms of filth diseases, such as diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, and smallpox. He re- 
ferred to the municipal hospital ase a safe- 
guard. He cited the New York method of 
dividing the city into districts, with a prac- 
ticiIng physician in charge to report all gus- 
picious cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria. 
He said the people should be taught the pre- 
vention and cure of diseases. 


Factories a Big Help. 


Mayor Cook of Kast St. Louis spoke of the 
factory and the city. He pointed out the 
great advantages that a factory is toa town. 
It adds to the taxable property, increases the 
wages that are spent, advertises a place, and 
in scores of other ways is a valuable adjunct 
to a livetown, and he held it to be good policy 
for a city council to encourage in every legit- 
imate way the location of manufacturing en- 
terprises. 

Roy Seeley, Springfield's city attorney, 
spoke on “* The Legal Department and Public 
Improvements.’’ He said there are no more 
complex laws than those which govern public 
improvements. He spoke of the workings of 
the board of local improvements and gave 
some valuable suggestions. 


.. Favors Trolley Commission. 

One of the features tomorrow will be the 
address by President McCaskrin, who has 
advanced ideas along the lines of legislation 
for the welfare of municipalities. In his re- 
marks among other things he will recom- 
mend the enactment of a law by the legis- 
lature providing for the election by the people 
of a commission to be known as the electric 
railway commission, which will have charge 
of the electric railroads of the state, fixing 
passenger, freight, and express charges. 

President McCaskrin also will refer to the 
law governing convict labor. He isin favor 
of working the convicts on public highways 
as a step toward solving the good roads 
problem. He thinks that prisoners in the 
penitentiaries might better be employed in 
this way than be at work manufacturing 
goods that are placed in the market to com- 
pete with labor which is not behind prison 
walls. He also holds that prisoners in city 
jails might better be worked in the public 
streets than be confined in idleness. 

Another recommendation will be for the 
appointment cf a committee to work in the 
coming session of the legislature to create 
sentiment in favor of a deep waterway from 
the lakes to the gulf. Healso thinks it would 
be an excellent plan to have the municipali- 
ties represented at sessions of the legislature 
with a lobby which will look after their in- 
terests.

HOLDS FARE LAW IS INVALID 


Decision in Suit Brought by the 
Pennsy Says Act Is Void. — 


VICTORY FOR RAILROADS. 


Appeal to State Supreme Court for 
Wider Ruling Next Step. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 10.—The 2 cent fare: 
law passed by the last legislature was de- 
clared unconstitutional by Judges Willson 
and Audenreid in Common Pleas court to- 
day. An appeal will be taken immediately 
to the state Supreme court. 

The case in which the decision was given 
Was the suit brought by the Pennsylvania 
railroad in the local courts to restrain the 
county of Philadelphia from collecting the 
fine for violating the provisions of the act. 
The hearing in the case lasted nearly a week, 
and among the witnesses were President Mc-. 
Crea and several of the vice presidents of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 

The contention of the company was that the 
law was not constitutional, and that the 2 
cent rate was fixed without any investiga- 
tion on the part of the legislature as to 
whether the railroads could make a fair 
profit under the law, which the company as- 
serts it cgnnot do. All other railroads op- 
erating in Pennsylvania also brought similar 
proceedings in various counties of the state. 

The decision rendered today sustains the 
contention of the railroad company that the 
2 cent rate is unreasonable and then takes 
up the legality of the act. It holds that the 
act does not extend to interstate commerce 
and therefore does not infringe on the prov- 
ince of the federal laws. From thig point of 
view the court upholds the validity of the 
act. 

Court’s Reasons for Decision. 

Turning to the act as it actually concerns 
the operation of the Pennsylvania in the ter- 
ritory involved, Philade’phia county, the 
court holds the act is objectionable on con- 


‘ stitutidfial grounds for the following reasdns: 


As a regulation by the legislature of the rates of 
fares for passengers on the lines constructed by 
the plaintiff under the act of April 13, 1846, between 
Harrisburg and Pitteburg and Pittsburg and Erie 
the act violates an existing contract between the 
plaintiff and the commonwealth, and so contra- 
venes article 1, section 10 of the constitution of the 
United States. 

As a regulation of the plaintiff's intrastate pas- 
senger business in its entirety the act under ex- 
isting circumstances is unreasonable and confis- 
catory, and, by depriving the plaintiff of its prop- 
erty without due process of law, violates amend- 
ment 14 of the constitution of the United States. 

Since the taking from the plaintiff of the profita- 
ble use of its property invested in the Intrastate 
paseenger business may be regarded as a taking 
quo ad hoc of that property for public purposes, and 
since no just compensation is made therefor, the 
act violates article 1, section 10 of the constitu- 
tiom of Pennsy!vania. 

Viewed as an alteration or revocation of the 
plaintiff's franchise to establish and enforce over 


‘the Mnes of road that are now operated by it and 


that have been leased or otherwise acquired by it 
since May 8, 1855, such rates as, within the maxima 
fixed by the second proviso of section 21 of the act 
of April 13, 1846, its president and directors may 
deem reasonable, the act under consideration vio- 
late article 14, section 10 of the constitution of 
Pennsylvania because it does injustice to the cor- 
porators of the Pennsylvania railroad company by 
establishing so low a maximum rate of fare for 
the carriage of passengers as to render that branch 
of the plaintiff's business unremunerative but pro- 
viding no compensation for the loss thereby occa- 


sioned. 

The decision concludes: 

“We accordingly adjudge that the act of 
April 5, 1907, cannot be enforced so far as 
concerns the Pennsylvania railroad company, 
and that the county of Philadelphia should be 
restrained from demanding fines and at- 
tempting by action to collect’ them, if the 
maximum which that act attempts to estab- 
lish be disregarded by the plaintiffs.”

Lineoln, Neb., Sept. 10.—The Burlington, 
the Northwestern, and the Union Pacific 
railways this afternoon secured an injunc- 
tion in the federal court to prevent the state 
railway commission from reducing the 
freight rates on grain, and wil contest the 
authority of the commission in the matter.

LAID TO YANKEES 


‘London Times Declares Proof 


Is Positive American Agi- 
tators Incited Attack. 


ALL TO IMPRESS ISHII} 


Disorders Planned to Give Jap 
Envoy False View of Condi- 
tions on Coast, Is Theory. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The Times this morn- 
ing in an editorial article says it is convinced 
that there is now full and ample confirmation 
of the belief that the anti-oriental] riots at 
Vancouver were actually organized by Amer- 
ican agitators, “the men whose intrigues 
brought San Francisco under the domination 
of Ruef and Schmitz.’’

In conclusion, the Time says: * The rights 
of all men who visit British soil, whatever 
color or race, must be unflinchingly upheld 
by the whole authority of the local govern- 
ment and the imperial crown.”’ 

Planned for Ishii’s Benefit. 

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 10.—Every indication 
is that the Vancouver riots were carefully 
planned to impress K. Ishil, chief of the bu- 
reau of foreign commerce. It is significant 
that the leaders of the Seattle organization 
against Japanese immigration were in Van- 
couver heading the demonstration.

Tokio Sees No Trouble. 

TOKIO, Sept. 10.—The foreign office hag re- 
ceived a dispatch from the Japanese consul 
general at Ottawa saying that the Canadian 
government will express its regret for the 
recent race riots at Vancouver in which 
several Japanese were beaten and many 
shops destroyed, and take steps to prevent 
further trouble. An official of the foreign 
office said: 

“We have the utmost confidence in the 
Canadian government as we also have in that 
of America.

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BRITISH AIRSHIP A SUCCESS, 


Trial of Army’s New Anxiliary 
Is Highly Satisfactory. 


YANKEE GUIDES MACHINERY. 


Flying Structure Promptly Obeys the 
Steersman in High Wind. 


FARNBOROUGH, England, Sept. 10.~The 
first military and dirigtble balloon built in 
this country made two trial trips today, and, 
with the exception of a slight hitch caused by 
the breaking of a belt im the machinery that 
drove the cooling fan, the airship answered 
all the expectations of its inventors. 


Airship Easy to Havdle. 

The English airship proved capmble of being 
easily handled, able to travel with and 
against the wind, and, most important of all, 
capable of being steered. The balloon was in 
charge of Col. Capper, Capt. King, and F. &. 
Cody, an American, who guided the ma- 
chinery. 

After making a semicircle of about two 
miles around Farnborough and Cobe cém- 
mon, an accident occurred to the engines, and 
in spite of the throwing out by the aeronauts 
of ballast, of which the airship carried eight 
hundred pounds, the balloon settled down 
near some trees. The main defect which was 
developed is only slight and can easily be 
remedied. 

During the trip the wind blew at the rate 
of fifteen miles, and the airship had no dif_i- 
culty in navigating against it. It rode 
gently like a vessel In a seaway. The ma- 
chine, responding to the movements of the 
canvas sail-like rudder, ie in a wide 
circle of about two miles in circumference at 
the rate of about five miles an hour. 


Mechanism Is Work of Art. 

At the second trial] the machinety worked 
with perfect smoothness. Various evolutions 
were performed and the ship completed a 
three mile circle at an altitude of about half 
— It then deseended not far from its 
shed. 

“This new airship is a sausage shaped 
balloon about 100 feet long by 30 feet in 
diameter. It has a lifting capacity of about 
one ton, which, after deducting the weight 
of the car, engines, and other apparatus, per- 
mits the carriage of a crew of three men of 
The car is shaped like 
a boat and built of aluminium and canvas. 
The petroleum for the motors is carried in 
two torpedo like cylinders above the car. 
The engines are so constructed that thie ex- 
haust vapor is turned into gas and carried up 
into the balloon above by means of @ tube.

HER FASCINATION FATAL. 


One Man Who Sought Her Slain, 
One Made a Thief, and An- 
other Murderer. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 


VIENNA, Sept. 10.—All the circumstances 
of the murder of Count Komaroveky at 
Venice last Thuraday have now been un- 
folded before the Austrian police, who are 
holding the Countess Karnovsky, the fiancée 
of the nobleman, a prisoner here. 

_The police place the countess apart among 
historic women for whom men will commit. 
erime Not only Count Komerovsky, who 
‘was murdered, but the Moscow lawyer, Prilu- 
koff, who is a prisoner here, and the actual 
murderer, and Naumoff, who is a prisoner in 
Italy, left their wives, their children, and 
their possessions and ruined their careers to 
follow her over Europe. 

A to a confession made by the 
countess, this is her story: 

She has known Prilukoff for three years. 
He was her lawyer in her divorce case against 
her husband, and thus they fell in love, Me 
committed an embezzlement in Moscow and 
they fied together last spring to Vienna, 
where both lived at the Grand hotel under 
assumed names. Then they traveled to 
France and Berlin. 


Deserts Lawyer for Count. 


May last they lived for some time at the 
best hotels in the latter place, and then the 
first separation occurred. She went to Rus- 
sia. Prilukoff did not dare follow her. He 
went to Paris and sent the countess telegram 
after telegram imploring her to meet him ‘n 
Vienna, but she refused to do so. In the 
meantime she had joined Count Komarovsky, 
whom she had known years before, and went 
with him to Berlin. Prilukoff followed her 
there and they hada violent meeting. There 
were criminations and recriminations. She 
told Prilukoff that she wag determined to 
marry the rich count and leave him, but 
that she was willing to pay him half the 
money which he had embezzled. 

It is certain that the countess gave him 
$20,000. On the same night dhe sent her 
maid with a request that he return half 
that sum. He refused. 


Third Man in Love with Her. 

The countess explained to Count Kamorow- 
sky that she had been robbed and, believing 
her, he promised to give her the amount. Two 
days later there came another telegram from 
Prilukoff asking forgiveness and making a 
rendezvous at Munich. Explaining that she 
had got a clew to the man who had robbed 
her, the countegg persuaded the count to 
leave Venice with his son and daughter while 
she went to Munich to meet the Russian, 
promising to follow the others later. The 
countess and Prilukoff had a reconciliation 
at Munich and when she started for Venice 
three days later he accompanied her to Ve- 
rona. 

Later on he arrived at Venice, and at a 
secret meeting there she confessed to him 
that a young Russian noble, Nikolas Nau- 
moff, was madly in love with her. '8o wildly 
jealous was Prilukoff that she had the great- 
est difficulty in calming him by endearments.
